|Alongside is an acre of first genera- 
tion, Marquig wheat obtained from 
Seager |Wheeler, which promises a 
heavy yield and will be ready to cut

GERMANS’ SLOW 
STARVATION 
FROM WAR DIET 


White Paper Shows Long Time 
Will Elapse Before Efficiency 
Restored 


AT LOW LEVEL 


Insufficient Meat Affected Vital- 
ity, Efficiency and Mentality 
of Nation 


LONDON, Aug., 10.—Germany is a 
broken nation, both tn body and spirit, 
and a tong time will elapse before 
the efficiency of her people is restor- 
ed, {t is declared in a report of Brit- 
ish scientists on food conditions tin 
Germany, issued in the form of white 
papers today. The wartime semi-star- 
vation of the people fe responsible for 
the slowness with which recovery will 
be effected according to these authori- 
ties 

The report is signed by Ernest 
Henry Starling, professor of physio- 
logy, University college, who had as- 
sociated with him in his investigations 
A. P, McDougal chief of the Scotland

Germany, to factories, 
public kitchens, hospitals, 
homes and schools, 

The observation of the officials 
were made from talks with women at 
the markets and laborers at work. 

“Under present conditions,” the re- 


port says “the rations, with other 
food obtainable, are sufficient to 
maintain the population at their dl- 


minished weight, provided no strain 
is thrown on their constitutions, eith- 
er by work or infection, for their pow- 


er of resistance is reduced to the 
low ebb.” 
The report points out that the 


birth rate is largely diminished and 
the development of children had been 
interfered with, not only from lack 
of nourishment of mothers, but the 
defective supply of cows milk. 

Three years of insufficient meat not 
only reduced to a low level the vitality 
and efficiency of a great bulk of the 
urban population, the investigators 
said, but had a marked influence on 
the nation’s mentality. The report

“Among the lower and middle 
classes, the chief defect noted ta the 
general apathy listlessness and nope- 
lessness. Among the men, the feeling 
of mental and morai dejection is most 
striking ,and is hopeless despairing of 
the future, for themselves and the 
country, The contrast of the mental- 
ity of these men with their overbear- 
ing self-confidence before the war is 
impressive, They seem to have lost 
their nationality and in their point 
of view, no change, not even death

vest already begins to aprear and 
}Premier Borden prepared the way for 
reaping by his eminent representation 
of Canada in the council chamber of 
the ailied nations. “So secure in his 
position in the English mind as repre. 
sentative of Canada, that it is not al- 
ways easy to remember here that at 
home he is the leader of a political 
party against which established oppo 
sition may be gathering strength. 
Leaders Pessimistic 

“We shall not speculate on the 
|probable duration of the combination 
under his leadership but certainly it 
will be influenced by the selection of 
a successor to Laurier, It will be in- 
fluenced for instance by the personal- 
ity of the new Liberal leader and by 
his political record.

French money, like British and 


all other foreign money, is at a| 


heavy discount in the United 


States, the discount one day re-| 


cently amounting to thirty per 
cent. as compared with the pre- 
war rate of exchange. 

Immediately this situation of 
affairs is a bonanza for the United 
States interest concerned in the 
exchange business, for the for- 
eigner has to’put up a heavy pre- 
mium to be allowed to pay a bill 
owing in the United States. 

There is another effect however, 
that is how beginning to be noted. 
The foreigner, having to pay the 
premium, is thus prevented buy- 
ing more United States goods, and 
is given the strongest inducement 
to develope industries of his own. 

United States foreign trade is 
thus suffering a handicap from 
the peculiar fact that the outside 
world owes so much money in the 
Republic already that it cannot, 
or will not, buy at the ruinous pre- 
mium demanded on payments. A 
movement is now on foot to re- 
store the balance of exchange by 
establishing foreign credits in the 
United States. 


Bidding for Better Terms? 

The natural gas company admits 
that it is not in position to proceed 
with its undertaking, and offers 
to forego its exclusive rights un- 
der the contract with the city in 
favor of any other company with 
which the city may make a deal. 

Whether this means that the 
company is prepared to surrender 
the oil rights which it obtained by 
reason of having the contract, or 
only the exclusive right to sell na- 
tural gas in the city, is an import- 
ant point to be investigated. Of 
the two, the oil rights are suspect- 
ed to be more highly valued by the 
company, and therefore the more 
valuable to the city if it hasa 
claim upon them, ‘ 

I@ is within the range of the pos- 
sible—perhaps of the probable 
that this offer to surrender is only 
an indirect invitation to the city 
to offer the company more advan- 
tageous terms as an inducement to 
go on with its undertaking. The 
record of the company justifies a 
surmise of the kind.

EDMONTON, ALBERTA, 


At the present time considerable at- 
tention is being drawn to the Work- 
men's Compensation act of Alberta, 
for the reason that certain amend- 
ments to the act, which were made 


during the session of the provincial 
legislature of the present year, are 
now being put into fofce by the 
Workmen's Compensation board. 

One of these is that in the case of 
all workmen in trades which come 
under the scope of the act, a deduc- 
tion is to be made from their wages 
to create a fund for providing them 
with medical ald in case of accident. 
This means that two assessments, in 
carrying out the administration of the 
act, are now being made by the boar4. 
One is an assessment of the employ- 
ers upon the basis of a certain per- 
centage of the pay roll (40c on every 
$100) and the sum derived from this 
assessment is used as the fund from 
which claims for compensation are 
paid. The other assessment made by 
the board is upon the employees to 
pay for medical aid during disability, 
and in this case the assessment has 
to be collected from the employee by 
the employer and paid into the board. 

Under the circumstances all em- 
ployers should inform themselves of 
the fact whether they or thelr em- 
ployees come under the scope of the 
act. By way of illustration, it may 
be said that the city is largely con- 
cerned, as a number of its employees 
come under the act. These include 
the bullding inspectors, children shel- 
ter employees, engineer's department, 
department for construction and re- 
pair men, fire, garage, health, police, 
streets and scavenging, electric Nght, 
street rallway, telephone, waterworks 
j and city stores, This list shows what 
other trades in the city may be af- 
| fected, 
| The assessment made of the em- 
ployees for the purpose of providing 
| medical aid, consists of from one to 
two cents per employee per day. The 
| city comptroller {9 now sending out 
notifications to the different city de- 
|} partments, that the amount of one 
| cent per day has to be collected from 
leach employee after the beginning of 
| 
| August, as the assessment has been 
| reduced from two cents. Also in the 
|ease of the city firemen, who are 
protected by sickness and accident in- 
surance, no assessment has to be made. 

The workmen's Compensation board 
now occuples a suite of offices at the 
| Qu’'Appelle building on Howard Ave., 
which ts used by the provincial ad- 
ministration, 

In regard to the assessment for me- 
dical attention, Ald. Kinney, who is a 
member of the board, says that {t was 
included in the act by the amend- 
ments. passed during the last session. 
At the present time 60 per cent. of the 
workmen of Alberta who come under 
the act are protected by medical ald 
contracts, either organized by them- 
selves or their employers, and under 
these contracts they pay anything 
from $1 to $2.50 per month In order 
to have this medical aid at their dis- 
posal when needed 


does not require any further assess- 
ment of the workmen, but the assess- 
ment is levied in cases where con- 
{tracts do not exist and in order to 
protect the workmen. 

The medical ald is only tn case of 
|injury by accident, or in case of sick- 
ness arising from the nature of the 
employment, and Ald. i!Knney = says 
that it should be thoroughly under- 
stood that In such cases the employee 
has the privilege of calling in any 
physician or surgeon that is desired. 
There ts no limitatiton to any particu- 
lar doctor, such as some {tmagine to be 
the case. At the end of the Illness 
the doctor presents his account to the 
| Compensation board and ts duly paid. 

Employees are also eligible for hos- 
pital attention, which. however, is Ii- 
jmited to treatment in a public ward, 
save In cases where the medical man 


lsays that a private ward is absolutely 
necessry

| knowledge a synopsis of the ct is 
lgiven below. On an average the Com- 
|pensation Board is dealing with some- 
Ithing like an average of 175 claims 
lfor compensation per month, although 
perhaps. when the mines are in full 
swing, they furnish the larger percen- 
tage of claims due to accidents, 

The Act came into force in 1918,, 
and according to the first annual re- 
port, the result of the assessments 
lof pay rolls from August of the year 
ito December Sist, was $94,995.04, this 
iincluding interest Of this amount, 
/$18.441.64 was spent in payment of 
lelaims, $269.80 on medical aid, and 
$10,378 82 in payment of expenses and 
equipment, leaving a balance of $70,- 
904.78. Of the balance $30,000 was In- 
vested in Dominion of Canada 1918 
Victory loan, leaving a balance in the 
bank on December 31st, 1918, of $40,- 
{904 78.

The Act further provides for the 
creation of a medical aid fund by) 
an assessment of one cent or two cents 
according to the hazard of the em- 
ployment, on the workmen for each 
day or part of day worked, to be col- 
lleoted by employer and paid to the 
Board. This fund is used for the pay- 
ment of full medical attention, doctor, |
